minuteés-of the Sehate. Mr. Balfour Te- 
sponded in. a\-speech that fdlfilled ‘all 
the requfrements of courtesy, but’ his 
speech, which lasted almost tWenty-five 
minutes, went so much further than 
this as almost. to change the character 
of the occasion. 
It is not too much to say that “Mr. 
Balfour's ,aadréss to the Senate today 
willbe remembered as one of the great 
State papers of the war. He discussed 
the war with unexpected frankness.’ He 
admitted previous errors on the part of 
the Allfes, but his simple statement ‘of 
unshaken confidence in what the end 
of the war wouid be heartened the Sen- 
ators and the thousand other auditors, 
who stopped their breathless jistening 
only to applaud. And through every- 
thing he said ran the note of confidence 
that victory for the Allies would comé 
because of the whole-heartéd assistance 
the United States would give on‘ the bai- 
tiefields of icurope. 

Each, even the ‘most casual, reference 
to this co-opeta.ion of the United States 
brought thundering cheers from the Sen- 
ators and from ‘the galleries.

$1,900,090,000. When it became apparent 
to the committee late today that the 
bill would not produce by: internal tax- 
ation’ the desired amount the commit- 
tée, inchided @ 10 per cent... increase on 
existing tariff duties, and also voted 
to take all articles oft-the: free list and 
place upon them an import. duty of -10 
per cent: This actiom eliminates. the 
treé: list of «the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff jaw and adds 10 per cent. to the 
Custom. House: duties ‘on dutiable arti- 
cles under ‘that law.

Secretary McAdoo’s suggestion’ that 
certain features of the income tax laws 
should be made retroactive also had 
fatied to recé¢ive. committee approval. 
This amendment, too, was included in 
the hill as a last resort. 

Members of the committee after com- 
pleting the bill asserted that it »would 
bring into the Treasury nearly two 
billions additiona: in. revenue. 


Wide Scope of the Bill. 


The tax bill as perfected taxes prac- 
tically everything from prils and. moving 
picture films to big inheritances and ex- 
cess profits. Practically no item and no 
individual will escape the special levies 
made necessary because of the expenses 
of war. 

After wrangling for a week, the com- 
mittee finally fixed the excess. profits 
tax at 16-per cent. A fight in the. Sen- 
ate is in prospect over this item. 

Representative George W. Fairchild of 
New York led the fight in committee 
for a lower tax on excess profits, as- 
serting that the tax as now levied was 
inequitable. A proposal was made in 
committee today to raise the tax ta 20 
per cent. 

The. new income tax rates represent 
material increases over the existing 
levies. ‘The exemption for uhmarried 
taxpayers ‘is reduced from. $3,000° to 
$1,000, and*that for married taxpayers 
from. $4,000 to. $2.000.. An additional 
normal tax of 2 per cent. is assessed 
against incomes between these amounts 
and $5,000, and at tne latter figure the ; 
super-taxes begin. Tpese super-taxes 
range from If per cent. on the incomes 
immediately above $5,000 to 33 pér cent.

While a few Senators protested the 
justice of such a policy, the. general 
opinion of the Senate was. that the 
United States had full control over her 
own trade and, especially in time of 
war, could use it as her foreign interests 
required. It was pointed out that no in- 
ternational law was involved in Ameri- 
can legislation over jts own exports, 
even if that legislation had a direct 
bearing on the prosecution “of the war. 
The Administration does not believe 
that there is any analogy between this 
question and the questions involved in 
the blockade controversy between the 
United States and Great’ Britain. 

When the Senate convened today the 
doors were promptly closed for further 
consideration of the provision. Mr. 
Cummins, of Iowa, moved to open them 
to the public, insisting that there was 
nothing properly secret in the discus- 
sion at hand. He spoke at-length on 
his motion, as did Mr. La: Follette,’ of 
Wisconsin. But the supporters of the 
Administration, following the. example 
of the Department ‘of. State and the’ De- 
partment of Justice, insisted on having 
the debate secret. The Senate there- 
upon for five hours, in secret session, 
mysteriously debated the propriety of 
having the doors open.

[8 k to you 
as one American to his fellow Ameri- 
cans. Our whole duty is to serve the 
country as a whole, and to pay heed 
only to the way in which we can best 
render such ¢ervice. 

“In the present crisis, we have a 
twofold duty; first, immediately to meet, 
with every instrumentaiify available, 
the immediate needs of the war, at the 
moment; sécond, permanently to shape 
our policy not merely in military, but 
in social and industrial matters, so as 
to place this Republic on permanent 
foundation of justice and strength.

That significance is 
forced upon our notice whether we be 
citizens of America .or citizens of France 
or citizens of Britain; but I speak espe- 
cially -at this moment of citizens of 
America and citizens of Britain. It is 
forced upon our notice by the unwearied 
efforts of an_ unconscionable erman 
propaganda... Whether we live fon the 
other side of tne. Atlantic, we English- 
speaking peoples have never organized 
ourselves for military urposes; Wwe 
have - never been States; 
and when the war broke out, un- 
rashly to the conclusion, firstly, that 
doubtedly the Germans looked around 
temporary events.

“ How, ladies and gentlemen, did that 
mistake ever arise? It arosé from_the 
utter incapacity of the German_ ruling 
class—and it is only of the German 
ruling class that I speak today—to esti- 
mate value except in terms of drilled 
men and military preparations, 

‘“‘ They saw that England and America 
were prosperous, were’ unwarlike, and 
were immersed in. the arts of peace and 
involved in the industrial interests in- 
cident to a peaceful civilization; and 
they drew from that two conclusions. 
They drew from it in the first place 
the conclusion that because we were 
commercial we were therefore material, 
that we were incapable of high ideals 
or great sacrifices, and that even if we 
determined late in the day to pursue 
those high ideals and to make those 
reat sacrifices, we should be utterly 
ncompetent in the arts to which they 
had devoted so much of their attention; 
that our interference in the war would 
be a thing which they could leave 
wholly on one side. On that miscalcu- 
lation have been wrecked and will be 
wrecked all their hopes. It was their 
fatal blunder—a blunder. from which 
they will never recover, but a blunder 
which has saved civilization. 

Confident of Victory. 

“ Ladies and gentlemen, I speak with 
confidence about the issue of this great 
struggle—a confidence which is _ re- 
doubled since you have thrown in your 
lot with those who have been fighting 
since 1914. I see, indeed, suggestions 
that Germany is incapable of winning 

y arms, and is going to win through 
the illegitimate weapon of submarine 
warfare. I believe it not. I do not at 
all minimize, I do not wish to minimize 
the gravity of the submarine menace. 
After all, in the- two years and a half 
for which the war has been going on, 
more than one difficulty of like magni- 
tude has met us; more than one diffi- 
culty of like magnitude has ‘been over- 
come. 4 

“The question of munitions is a case 
in point. I do not wish to detain you 
on such an occasion with details; but 
at the beginning of the war it became 
evident that Germany had recognized 
the importance of the munitions ques- 
tions, had been preparing for this war 
through years of peace by having a 
supply of ammunition at her disposal 
greater than the whole of the rest of 
the world put together; and at one tim« 
it almost looked as if the cause of 
civilization and_ liberty. were ta be 
crushed under the multitude of shells 
and the weight of artillery. We have 
gotten over that difficulty. It was a 
very great one. I do not deny that 
the submarine difficulty is a very great 
one. I do not deny that it. will require 
every effort made either in Britain or 
here successfully to overcome it; but 
that it will be overcome, that those ef- 
forts will made, that the. United 
States of America, like Great Britain 
and her dominions, will throw them- 
selves into the task with ungrudging ef- 
forts and that those efforts will be 
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crowned with success, I do not doubt 
for a moment. 

“This war is not going to be settled 
by the sinking of helpless neutrals, or 
by sending women and children to the 
bottom by torpedoes or gun-fire. It is 
to be settled by hard fighting; and, 
ladiers' and gentlemen, when it comes 
to hard fighting, neither America nor 
Britain nor France need fear measuring 
themselves at any moment against those 
who have risen up against all that we 
hold dear for the future. 

“*T therefore, ladies and gentlemen, 
look forward, not, of course, in a spirit 
of light and easy and unthinking con- 
fidence, but with firm faith, to the 
future of this war. It requires every 
man and woman on this side of the 
Atlantic as on the other side of the 
Atlantic to throw their efforts into the 
scale of right; but that effort un- 
questionably will be made, is bein 
made, will be made yet further; an 
if it made I no more doubt that 
success will crown our efforts, and 
that posterity will look back upon the 
union of these peoples. symbolized by 
such meetings as that which I am now 
addressing, as marking a new epoch in 
the history of the world in which all the 
civilized nations aroused themselves in 
unity to deal with one of their number 
which has forgotten its responsibilities, 
forgotten its duties, and, in the un- 
scrupulous lust for universal domina- 
tion, has brought the greatest of known 
calamities upon the world. 

**Ladies and gentlemen, I have de- 
tained you too long, but I was led away 
by my subject. On my behalf, and on 
behal? of my friends around me, I beg 
to thank you for the unique honor 
which you have paid to us, and, through 
us, to qur country, to our cause—which

**I have the highest respect and ad- 
miration for the officers and men of the 
National Guard, I myself served for a 
number of years in the ard, and the 
service was of great benefit to me. 
it is, from every standpoint, a grave 
mistake to employ a National uard 
regiment as an entity in war, and es- 
pecially so Jong as it is under dual con- 
trol, under the control of both State and 
nation. The duties which, as an entity 
in its original form, it can best do are 
those within the State. 

“There probably never was a worse 
blow struck against our military effi- 
ciency than the paosnee of the Hay 
bill. Very many men in the National 
Guard who can render the proper State 
duty have family ties such that it is 
a cruel injustice to ask them to break 
up their business and see their families 
in want by serving under Federal com- 
mand—and the Federal power should 
exclusively control all troops called out 
in war. t is an outrage to demand the 
services of Guardsmen such as these, 
and inflict such cruel want on their 
families, when there are any number 
of men outside who can render such 
service without hardship to themselves, 

Remake Guard Regiments. 

‘* Moreover, there are many National 
Guardsmen. fitted to do good service in 
connection with the ordinary Natioénal 
Guard duty who are not fit to render 
service in a gruelling campaign: The 
only wise and patriotic course to follow, 
in connection with the National Guard, 
is to use each National Guard regiment 
as a basis and framework for a regi- 
ment of United States volunteers. Un- 
der these circumstances, all the officers 
and enlisted men, who are fit to go, ‘or 
who ought to be asked to go, would be 
transferred into the new volunteer or- 
ganization, making a skeletai, or frame- 
work organization, which would then be 
filled out either by the draft, or by 
vorustear tne as necessity might de- 
mand.

should be at least 3,000,000 strong, an 
army which can be mate growingl? éef- 
fective, if the war lasts one, two, or 
three years. Let us introduce as our 
mare policy the principle of obliga- 
ory universal military training and 
service. In addition put the flag on the 
firing }ine at once, and use every in- 
strumentality, teceuding volunteers from 
the exempted classes, in order to make 
good our positron until the principle ,of 
universal obligatory service begins to 
produce its full effect.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—A meeting of 
prominent Socialists here today under 
the leadership of William English Wall- 
ing, Charles Edward Russeil, and 
Ernest Poole issued a statement de- 
scribing the forthcoming International 
Socialist Conference. to be held in 
June at Stockholm, as ‘‘the most 
dangerous of all the Kaiser’s plots for 
cashing in his military victories.’’ The 
statement declares that as the dominant 
Socialist parties of England, France, 
and Belgium will not attend, the con- 
terence will be under the control of 
German delegates, whose purpose will 
be to lure a large Russian delegation 
to the Swedish capital, and induce them 
by any and all sorts of pressure to 
work for a separate Russian peace. 

This statement by prominent American 
Socialists, which brands American dele- 
gates to the Stockholm conference as 
pro-German, is regarded as highly im- 
portant by the State Department. The 
American Government, like the Govern- 
ments of the other Allies, had been 
watching developments in Russia with 
strained attention. The recent victory 
of the Provisional. Government over the 
Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ Dep- 
uties has confirmed reports from Amer- 
ican Ambassador. Francis that the new 
republican régime is determined on a 
vigorous prosecution of the war. 
this victory was achieved by a narrow 
margin of less than forty votes in an 
assembly of well over 2,000, and it is not 
expected that Germany will accept her 
first defeat there as final, but will con- 
tinue her efforts for Russian disunion 
we and Russian separation from the 
Allies. 

The American Government has already 
taken steps to offset these Russian ef- 
forts in the most practical way. In 
addition to the commission, headed by 
former Secretary of State Root, which 
will visit Russia at an early date to

Proposed Commission Could Impress

ALBANY, May 8&—A rigid food 
dictatorship under State auspices is pro- 
pesed in a bill which was introduced in 
the Senate today by Leader Elon R.

The bill creates a State commission 
with plenary powers of supervision over 
the production and distribution of food- 
stuffs. The commission would consist 
of three members, to be selected by the 
Governor with the consent of the 
Senate, from the membership of the 
Food and Farm Council, authorized in

ernor for his approval. The commission 
would be authorized to use the State’s 
credit, without any restriction whatso- 
ever, except a certificate of necessity 
fro the Governor, ‘to stimulate the 
production of food. Senator Brown, in 
explaining the provisions: of his bill, 
said’ .

CROP IN 13 YEARS 


Condition on May 1 Shows We 
Will Have Enough to Feed 
Ourselves Only. 


MUST CUT DOWN ON BREAD 


Agricultural Department Says 
We Ought to Use More Corn to 
Release Wheat for the Allies. 


URGES FEDERAL CONTROL 


Hoover Tells Senate Committee a 
Board Should Be Created to 
Dea} with the Food Problem. 


——— 


WASHINGTON, May _ 8. — Official 
wheat crop estimates announced today 
show that with the world facing a bread 
shortage the United States, 
cuts its present consumption, probably 
will produce only enough wheat this 
year to supply its own population. 

The forecast, compiled by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on conditions on 
May 1, puts this country’s Winter wheat 
yield at 266,000,000 bushels, the smallest 
in thirteen years. There will be no esti- 
mate of Spring wheat acreage until 
July, but with a crop of 250,000,000 bush- 
els, which is higher than the average, 
this country would grow this year a 
total of only 616,000,000 bushels. The 
normal- American consumption, with 
seed requirements, is put at slightly 
more than 600,000,000 bushels. 

The country’s greatest Spring wheat 
crop was 352,000,000 bushels, produced 
in 1915. The five-year average from 
1910 to 1914 is 234,000,000. The esti- 
mated production this year of 366,000,000 
bushels of Winter wheat falls 116,000,000 
bushels short of last year’s. poor crop 
and 308,000,000 below that of 1915, a 
bumper crop. It is 129,000,000 bushels 
less than the average for the preceding 
five years. 

Reserve stocks this year are said to 
be lower than at any previous time at 
this season. The visible supply is put 
now at 30,000,000 bushels, with a some- 
what larger invisible stock. The lowest 
visible stocks ever reported in the United 
States were 6,000,000, on July 1, two 
years ago. When harvesting of the new 
crop begins in July of this year it is 
estimated that the reserve will be eyen 
lower than that. 

The Allies’ wheat requirements for the 
coming year are put at 500,000,000 bush- 
els as a minimum. The United States 
will be asked to sépply more than half 
that amount. Wheat crops in other 
parts of the world are poor. The Ar- 
gentine crop failed, and home consump- 
tion will require the entire yield. Can- 
ada’s production is confined chiefly to a 
Spring crop of normally about 200,000,- 
000 bushels, much of which is available 
for export. 

Since the war started America has ex- 
ported to Europe vast quantities ‘of: 
wheat,. reaching a high mark of 332,000,- 
000 bushels in 1015. Last year the total 
fell to 243,000,000 bushels. Before the 
war it ran slightly less than 100,000,000 


Wants Us to Use More Corn. 


In a statement accompanying its re- 
port today the Agriculture Department 
declared that although the Winter wheat 


“The extent of plowing and planting 
done by May,’’ the statement said, 
‘“‘was above the average: In 1912 the 
Winter wheat crop fell below. 400,000,000 
bushels, the lowest since 1904, but, 
notwithstanding this low production of 
Winter wheat, the Spring wheat crops, 
and total production of all crops in that 
year was the’ largest on record.” 

The .department is making every ef- 
fort to educate the American people to 
a greater vse of cornmeal for bread. 
Corn is America’s big crop, but except 
in the South it never -has supplanted 
wheat for bread. Department officials 
believe America must turn to corn to 
release wheat for shipment abroad if 
the Allies are to be fed. 

The Winter wheat crop was planted 
last Autumn on one of the largest acre- 
ages ever sown to that grain, but

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SWEEPING TAXES 
IN NEW WAR BILL

al instruments, jewelry, cosmetics, and

Not only is there a 10 per cent. tax on 
tickets of admission to all amuséments, 
“but the bill levies a tax of one-half to 
i1 cent on each linear foot of film. 
; Railroad tickets, except commutation 
tickets, are uired' to pay a tax of 10 
per cent., express shipments are 
similar} The tax on freight 
bills is 3 per cent. The rates on cigars 
and cigarettes are radically increased. 

The committee finally. ratified its 
tentative action of yesterday, which 
p a tax on whisky at 2,00 per 
—— Several cays ago the tax was 

xed at 2.00; whisky was _ boosted 
along with other rates. The tax on 
beer is to be $2.75 per barrel.. Existing 
taxes on whisky and beer are $1.10 
and $1.60 respectively. 

Substantially all of the stamp taxes 
of the Spanish-American war period are 
revived and many are increased to meet 
the greater exigencies of the pfesent 
war. 

Instead of rewriting existing rates on 
incomes, inheritances, excess profits, and 
other schedules, the committee bill pro- 
vides that the taxes levied shall be ‘‘ in 
addition to’’ the present levies. While 
this means more bookkeeping for the 
collection and accounting officers of the 
Treasury Department, it will simplify 
legislation at the end of the war. It is 
contemplated that at that time Congress 
may repeal the taxes provided in the 
special war measure and leave existing 
rates as they are—assuminhg that further 
changes will not be required during or 
after the war. 


Senate Revision Likely. 


The Senate Finance ‘Committee prob- 
ably will rewrite much of the House 
bill. Open hearings are to be held by 
the Senate committee. The House com- 
mittee held no hearings,’ but received 
the informal protests and suggestions of 
the various interests affected. 

The House bill was framed in a non- 
partisan spirit, and it is understood that 
it will receive the support of the fyll 
committee, although there are both 
Democratic and Republican members 
who are not entirely satisfied with the 
measure as it is drawn. Both sides have 
accepted compromises, the Democrats 
winning out on the high excess profits 
issue, while the Republicans finally were 
gratified by the inctusion of higher tar- 
iff rates. The Democratic members 
fought.-off an invasion of the tariff 


schedules as long as possible. 

Extended debate is expected in the 
House on the revenue bill. Mr. Mann, 
the minority leader, suggested today 
that the discussion would continue urt- 
der the rules of general debate for four 


‘or five days and an equal length of time 
‘probably would be devoted to its con- 


sideration under the five-minute rule of 
discussion. 

The House Committee did not finish 
the bil! until after 6 o’clock tonight. 
Some of the most important changes 
made in the measure were brought 
about at the afternoon session. ‘The 
Treasury Department has insisted for 
two weeks or more than the bill should 
roducs $1,800,000,000. Representative 
Fordney, ranking Republican of e 
committee, favored the raising of. a 
lesser amount by direct taxation, but 
the rates were increased and re-in- 
creased until Chairman Kitchin and 
other members of the committee esti- 
mated today that the bill would furnish 
the desired sum.

THE EMBARGO. 

Senator TowNsEND of Michigan al- 
together misapprehends the purpose 
of the proposed embargo upon ‘the 
export of American products to neu- 
tral countries contiguous to Germany. 
We are not going to withhold provi- 
sions and supplies from Hdlland and 
Denmark to force them to join the 
Allies in the war against Germany. 
The exercise of such constraint, or any 
form of constraint, upon friendly neu- 
trals, is out of the question. We are 
going to-.give the President power to 
prevent shipment of American prod- 
ucts to these countries, if Congress 
passes the bill, because we need all 
our foodstuffs and all our cargo room 
for our own use and the use of our 
allies, and we-are not at all willing to 
send exports to Holland and Denmark 
when we’ are certain that a large part 
of the consignments passes through 
those countries to Germany, our 
enemy. 

It is quite beside the mark, too, to 
argue that our embargo upon our own 
exports to neutral Holland and Den- 
mark must be compared with Eng- 
land’s interference by blockade with 
our trade to those countries, against 
which we protested. That was a case 
of interference by a belligerent in the 
trade between neutrals. Our embargo 
is the case of a belligerent power exer- 
cising its undoubted right to control 
the outflow of its commodities. It ‘is 
the duty of neutrals to protest strenu- 
ously against interference with their 
commercial rights by belligerents, but 
we.are now a belligerent, and our 
chief interest is to bring Germany 
to terms and end the war. To de- 
prive her of supplies is one of the 
most effective methods of bringing 
her to terms.. American chants 
are forbidden to send /goods or 
money to Germany. Is it conceivable 
that the Government will permit our 
exports to be sent-to neutral countries 
with German frontiers, across which 
we have certain knowledge that our 
supplies have hitherto been pretty 
freely transported? The Government 
would be guilty of treason against 
itself if it did not put an embargo upon 
commerce that aids the enemy. 

THE LOAN AND THE MONEY) 

MARKETS. 

In the report of the meeting of the 
Secretary of the Treasury with the 
bankers of New York, it was said that 
Mr. SCHIFF pointed out the necessity 
that the floating of the Liberty Loan 
should not lessen.commercial accom- 
modations and thus deaden industry. 
Funds must be forthcoming both for 
the $5,000,000,000 loanand for theordi- 
nary course of business on an extraor- 
dinary scale. (Instead of propounding 
an impossibility, Mr. Scuirr pointed 
out the straight road to accomplish- 
ment. There are two money markets. 
The appeal of the loan and of busi- 
hess is to different kinds of money. 
There now exists almost a surplus of 
both, and only one is used. 

The banks are supplying funds for 
investment, and their facilitfes for 
accommodating trade are almost un- 
limited. The abundance of invest- 
ment money is disclosed by the latest 
returns for the national banks of the 
country. From Dec. 27 to March 5 
their loans increased $372,000,000, but 
the resources increased $645,000,000. 
Since March 7, 1916, loans have in- 
creased over a billion and resources 
have increased over two billions. The 
increase ini reserves is more than suf- 
ficient. to sustain the enlarged. busi- 
ness. That is to say, the banks are 
sustaining both the investment and 
commercial money markets, and are 
accumulating strength in the process. 
There is more than a billion of re- 
serves in excess of the requirement, 
There is a visible supply of funds to 
sustain the Liberty Loan even if we 
are to go on in the old way of financ- 
ing the long time money market 
through thé commercial Banks. It is 
better to do as Mr. Scuirr advises 
and separate the markets, finding the 
resources for commercial loans'in the 
trade which the spending of the Lib- 
erty Loan will create. - We have not 
been accustomed to doing:this, It 
seems almost providential that we are 
equipped to do it now. It is an added 
blessing’ that the administration of 
the new system is in the hands of the 
men who know how. , 

We have hitherto managed our ate 
fairs in such a manner that our com- 
merce stopped whenever it reached 
one of several limits put in its way in 
a manner which now seems malicious. 
We have seen our trade stopped be- 
cause of the limit to its currency. 
Those who are accustomed to the 
course of affairs under a single money 
market now fear obstruction through 
a deficiency of credit. They are| 
afraid that the banks will be unable | 
to supply mercantile a

great if the loan is compared with 
bank deposits. - It shrinks if it is 
compared with the bank clearings. The 
substance of Mr. Scuirr’s reported 
suggestion is that we should start the 
system which we have provided for 
putting the commercial credit system 
into relations with commerce through 
the system of acceptances. and redis- 
counts. There is no human doubt 
that the expenditure of the Liberty 
Loan and its possible successors will 
provide a great volume of trade. The 
weight of that trade ought to fall on 
the trade itself and not onthe re- 
sources which must float the loan. 
There is little or no reason to fear 
overgrowth of credit if it be kept in 
due relation to commerce. When the 
commerce declines, the credit which 
supported it will run off automatically, 
if finaneed in the manner known to all 
theoretically, and which Mr. SCHIFF 
cites for practical use. This country 
has limped along, like a one-legged 
man, with a single money market. 
With two money markets, each used 
in an appropriate ‘manner, it will far 
surpass the records of the past. ’ 
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A GREAT FREE UNIVERSITY. 

From the.report of the Trustees of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History for 1916 one gets p sense of 
the ecumenical range of this free pop- 
ular university. Its explorers and ex- 
perts roam the world. The two Amer- 
icas, Asia, Africa, the Arctic, are 
fields of their patient and fruitful in- 
vestigation. The Museum studies 
and collects the monuments of Amer- 
ican archaeology, primitive mythol- 
ogies, religions, languages, customs. 
It studies man, bird, beast, reptile, 
fish, land and water. 

It ransacks the origin and remnants 
of ancient life. In its own behalf and 
in co-operation with other institutions, 
it contributes to anthropology, zoolo- 
gy, biology, chemistry, physics, astron- 
omy, all the sciences. By a hundred 
means of co-operation, exhibition, in- 
terpretation, it scatters among the 
people knowledge of ‘new scientific 
discoveries. It puts on every table 
the fruits of the long research of the 
laboratory. By its lectures, its classes, 
its collections, the material which it 
furnishes to the schools, it reaches 
more than 2,000,000 school children 
every year. In short, it is one of the 
most powerful of American education- 
al extensions. To libraries, cdlleges, 
medical and art schools it is a con- 
stant and valuable help. 

These things, in a way, New York 
is supposed to know. If they are here

THE WINTER WHEAT FAILURE. 

Confirmation of the disaster'to the 
Winter wheat crop comes in the nick 
of time to speed up other crops, es- 
pecially Spring wheat. The condition 
of the surviving portion of the Win- 
ter crop has improved, but that is 
more than offset by the abandon- 
ment of more than 12,000,000 acres, 
nearly a third of all planted. ‘There 
is ho precedent for such a slaughter 
of Winter wheat. Twice the previous 
maximum loss, and a decrease of 
promise by 64,000,000 bushels during 
April, is a record which will stand 
forever, it may be hoped. On the 
area planted the farmers had a pros- 
pect of a possible 655,000,000 bushels, 
the yield on a similar acreage in 1915. 
In 1914 a smaller acreage produced 
684,000,000. The present prospect is 
fora loss on those comparisons of 
800,000,000 bushels. — 

It is a calamity that should stiffen 
the back of every soldier of the soil. 
It is mwecessary that every acre shall 
be made to bring forth all the produce 
of which it is capable, at a time when 
the loss of r is comparable with 
the loss of wheat. Organization and 
machinery must make up for the 
shortage of muscle. The organiza- 
tion will reinforce the efforts of the 
unskilled amateurs by putting” expe- 
rience and knowledge at their ser- 
vice. ‘Without’ oversight and counsel 
their efforts would be misdirected and 
wasted in considerable degree, how- 
ever strenuous. Machinery will light- 
en the burden of human and anionayr 
labor. 

President Perens of the Long Island 
Railroad, who is leading the work on 
Long Island, says that a man and a 
tractor will do the work of three men:

Supply. Commission has furnished 
‘twenty-two. tractors for co - operative 
use on nominal rental and will finance 
the purchase, of them by those willing 
to buy.

These are straws which show that 
the emergency is appreciated and is 
being grappled with earnestly. The 
news which: is to come “must be bet- 
ter, for it cannot’ be worse. We shall 
soon hear of the results of what is 
now, being done. Howéver good the 
future figures, they will not meet the 
emergency, but they will be better 
than they seem. That is because of 
the great additions this year to the 
invisible supply. ‘Thousands, perhaps 
millions, will produce for their own 
‘consumption. These unréported 
crops will add to the visible supply 
whatever amount would otherwise be 


farmer free lances. 

Consolation also may be found in 
the thought that, however great the 
scarcity anywhere else, it is greatest 
in Germany. We must divide our last 
crust fairly with our friends, but 
there will be nothing to spare for our 
enemies, ner even for the neutrals 
under suspicion of giving them aid 
and comfort with our goods. After 
the worst is said, it remains true that 
it is still early in the crop year, and 
the yield of substitute crops under 
this stimulus may be greater than 
otherwise could have been expected. 


BEHIND THE SHOW WINDOW. 

The program of “‘no indemnities, 
no annexations,” put forward in 
Russia by Socialists under German 
guidance, has a large, philanthropic 
sound, like so many phrases of Ger- 
man workmanship. The sound dullis 
the ear to the meaning. Suéh a 
phrase was “the freedom of’ the 
seas,” a singularly noble phrase. It 
meant, however, the unchecked ramp- 
ancy of German militarism by the 
destruction or the curbing of the 
British fleet. And “no indemnities, 
no annexations,” a phrase of even 
sweeter sound, means something far 
less beautiful. 

“No indemnities.” Let us begin 
with Belgium. If Belgium gets no 
indemnity, she will have to build up 
with her own money the house that 
Germany destroyed. It will cost just 
as much to build -the house again, 
whether Belgium pays out of her own 
pocket or whether Germany pays with 
an indemnity. Therefore “ no indem- 
nities,” in the case of Belgium, means 
that there will be an indemnity, but 
that Belgium will pay it, not Ger- 
many. 

But outside of Germany Socialists 
concede that Belgium will be an ex- 
ception. ~There is, then, the case of 
France. The burned house of France 
will have to be rebuilt; the only 
question is with whose money. If 
France, must rebuild with her own 
money the house that Germany 
burned down, not for military reasons 
but wantonly, merely to destroy, then 
the phrase “‘no indemnities” merely. 
méans that the cost is transferred 


For it will take money to rebuild 
that house, and if Germany does not 
pay the money ‘France will have to; 
if the incendiary does not pay for the 
damage, the householder must. 

The same thing is true of every 
other matter in which indemnities are 


damage. Shall it be the aggressor 
or the defender? Shall Russia, France, 
and England pay for the destruction 
committed by Germany, or shall Ger- 
many pay for it? It has to be paid 
for; that fact cannot be escaped; all 
that can be done is to shift the bur- 
den, shift it from guilty shoulders to 
innocent ones. 

Mr. Gompers said in his cable mes- 
sage to the Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Council at Petrograd that those for 
whom he spoke were opposed to “all 
punitive and improper indemnities,”’ 
which is a different thing and not at 
all what the German agents mean. 
He ably pointed out that such puni- 
tive and improper indemnities had al- 
ready been collected by Germany from 
Serbia, Belgium, and Poland. These 
countries should be reimbursed, but 
they cahnot be reimbursed save by the 
levying of an indemnity. “No in- 
demnities *” would mean that Belgium, 
Poland, and Serbia must suffer the 
improper and punitive indemnities al/ 
ready levied on them, and no counter- 
indemnity must be assessed on the 
aggressor who robbed them. 

Mr. GomPERs also illuminated the 
meaning of the equally lovely phrase, 
“No annexations.” What that means, 
he told-the Russians, is simply “ that 
“all oppressed non-German peoples 
“shall be compelled to remhain under 
“the dominion of Prussia and her 
“lackeys, Austria and Turkey.” It 
is a ccmplete characterization. So is 
Mr. Gompprs’s summary of the whole 
German Socialist” pacifist movement 
on. Russia as “false pretenses and 
“ underground plotting to bring about 
“an abortive ‘peace in the interest of 
“ Kaiserism and the ruling class,” 
There is‘not a word in that phrase of 
his that ‘is not sciéntifically accurate; 
and «the word “abortive” is one of 
especial significance and importance,

Germany, from the 
very beginning of the 
Upon war, has utilized for 

a Fallacy. military and political 
; purposes the _ well- 
earned reputation of her scientists and 
scholars, and has found them as ready to 
imperil or sacrifice that reputation in the 
service of the State as were her soldiers 
to.risk or lose their lives at the same de- 
mand. Without the slightest hesitation, 
they have signed their names to any- 
thing it pleased the Government to sug- 
gest, and with the mass of the German 
people, apparently, the strange docu- 
ments thus produced have ‘carried the 
weight that would have been given, in 
the days before the war to jany an- 
nouncement similarly subscribed and 
dealing with subjects on which these 
men spoke with authority. 

Outside of Germany, however, the re- 
sult has been the different one of reveal- 
ing that these ¢eally eminent representa- 
tives of science and scholarship are sub- 
missive to the same compulsions as other 
Germans, and that, under imperial or- 
ders, they are willing to make such de- 
partures from the verities as their mas- 
ters—and paymasters—hold to be expe- 
dient. 

This peculiarity of the German profes- 
sorial class has had its: latest illustra- 
tion in an article wherein the great 
chemist WiLHELM OstwaLp of  Leipsic 
assures his fellow-countrymen that vic- 
tory in the war and world-supremacy 
after it will be theirs because they have 
a natural monopoly of the potash upon 
which successful agriculture depends, 
and therefore can condemn to starvation 
anybody who offends them. For these 
assertions there is a certain basis of 
fact, and yet, as Professor OsTWALD 
must know, they are inaccurate. Potas- 
sium is indeed essential to plant life, 
and Germany alone, so far as now 
known, has « deposits. of minerals 
from which it can be easily and cheaply 
extracted. It is also true that farmers 
everywhere are seriously missing the im- 
portations of this chemical formerly de- 
rived from Germany. 

But the German mines are far from be- 
ing the only sources of potash, and these 
other supplies are already in course of 
rapid development. They are still some- 
what inconvenient and somewhat costly, 
but, just the same, if the world is to go 
hungry it will not be for lack of potash, 
And, after the war, however it ends, 
Germany's stores will be available to 
everybody, for, whether victorious or 
vanquished, Germany will have to sell.

Inexplicable. ble. The men who fell 
to their deaths while taking an unau- 
thorized flight In one of the Government 
airplanes were not competent aviators, 
indeed, but they did know something 
about flying, as well as a good deal 
about flying machines, and that they 
were not mere tyros is shown by the 
fact that they were able to remain aloft 
some thirty-five minutes—which would 
have been a. record flight not so many 
years ago. The extent of their experi- 
ence, however, had not been such as to 
give them real competence, :as was 
shown by the fact.that their course was 
erratic from the beginning, and their 
ascent was of such a character that the 
skilled observers who watched it expect- 
ed the end to be what it was and pre- 
pared for it. 

Little as the:men knew about the prac- 
tice of aviation, their theoretical infor- 
mation was considerable, and they must 
have been. aware of its dangers.

Cutting Off the North Sea. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of today, under the heading 
‘American Mines to Trap U-Boats,’’ you 
say: ‘* Washington experts favor action 
against harbors where ».U-boats are out- 
fitted.” This is going at it in the right 
way, but it should be enlarged upon, Al- 
lowing U-boats to get out into the larger 
waters with an operating field of thousands 
of miles when they might be confined to 
what is, by comparison, inland-waters, is the 
evil of the present British method of cam- 
paigning against ‘the U-boats. 

U-boats seldom or never go out ‘through 
the English Channel—it is too dangerous. 
Protect the northern passage from the North 
Sea in a similar manner. Adopt, for the 
purpose, a line based upon the Shetland Is- 
lands east to the coast of Norway. Place 
nets along that line—the whole distance. 
Heavily mine the whole area. Concentrate 
@ great fleet of chasers, trawlers, destroy- 
ers and other craft adapted to this work buck 
of this line. In other words, make the 
northern passage as impossible for the 
U-boats as the Channel passage now is, 

My underlying thought is to concentrate 
the efforts now put forth over an area of 
thousands of miles upon a line of perhaps 
200 miles, or thereabouts, In this work, 
America could do a tremendous part, the 
type of craft being quickly turned out (if 
we have not sufficient at present) and the 
nature of the work an appealing one to the 
adventurous American sporting spirit.

Some. of our American newspapers 


Socialists in Russia and the United/ have expressed concern and displeasure 


States toward the revolutionary Gov- 
ernment of Russia and on the question 
of a separate peace between Russia and 
the Central Powers. 

The bulk of the Russian Socialists sup- 
port the .provisional Government ‘of 
Russia and oppose a separate peace. 

With the exception of a small group 
of extremists, of the type of Nicholas 
Lenine, the Socialists are free from the 
illusion that the present political up- 
heaval in Russia offers an opportunity | 
for the establishment of a Socialist 
régime. Neither industrially nor polit- 
ically is Russia ripe for the “‘ co-oper- 
ative Commonwealth.” The Russian rev- 
olution has done for Russia what the 
great French Revolution has done for 
France. It has destroyed® autocracy 
and the rule of the landed nobility; it 
has enthroned democracy andthe polit- 
ical leadership of the industrial and 
commercial middle classes; but between 
the two landmarks of history lies a 
space of 128 years, and the workers of 
Russia have learned from the ex- 
perience of their comrades in France 
and elsewhere during that period. The 
laboring. classes of France bore ‘the 
brunt of the fight in the revolutions’ 
of 1789 and 1848, but were completely 
defrauded of the fruits of the victories. 
The masses of the Russian workers are 
ready to continue the struggles of the 
Russiar revolution, but determined to 
claim for themselves all advantages 
compatible with the new régime. 

The political foundations. of Russia 
are still in the making. Whether she 
will emerge from her struggles as a 
limited monarchy, an oligarchic repub- 
lic, or a true democracy, will be deter- 
mined by the play of the divergent so- 
cial forces that will share in the writing 
of her permanent political Constitution. 

The Socialists and workers of Russia 
feel that their combined power, intelli- 
gently directed, may secure a Constitu- 
tion which will guarantee to the people 
a true and enduring democratic republic, 
with proper safeguards against exces- 
sive economic oppression and full and 
free opportunity of education and organ- 
ization, so that the gradual process of 
complete: industrial emancipation of the 
Russian people may be facilitated and 
accelerated. 

It is for this reason that the Council 
of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Deputiés, 


over the ‘ arrogated ’’ authority of the 
Russian workers in uniform and. with- 
out uniform. They’seem to lose sight of . 
the fact that the entire provisional Goy- 


ernment is self-constituted, The admitn- 


istration of Russia today is a revolu-— 


tionary Government, resting solely upon 


the tacit sanction of the people; and the 
* official’? Cabinet and the unofficial 
council of\the workers are supported by 
the -same sanction. 

The Council of Workmen’s and Sol- 
diers’ Deputies has amply demonstrated 
the vital importance of its functions by 
broadening the original .plan of. the 
Duma. Government for a mere palace 
revolt—the substitution of Czar‘ Michael 
for Czar Nicholas—into one of a thor- 
oughgoing political and democratic Taye 
lution 

The complaints about the “ ‘ies: 
lence ** of the workers are rather nalve, 
Great popular revolutions are of neces- 
sity turbulent, espgcially at. the begin- 
ning, and, compared with the French 
Revolution, the revolution in Russia is 
tame. The stability and harmony of the 
new Russian Republic are in a large 
measure due to the influence of the con- 
structive Socialist propaganda. 

Socialists of America have repeatedly 
been charged with sympathetic leanings 
toward the alleged program of a sep- 
arate peace betyveen Russia and the 
Central Powers, and in lieu of -other 
preof these imaginary Socialists have 
been characterized as pro-Germans. I 
do not know of a single American So- 
cialist, of any standing in his party who - 
favors a separate peace. The vast ma- 
jority of the Socialists in the United 
States heartily accept the program of 
their Russian comrades for a speedy 
and general peace, and they are deter- 
mined to exert what influence they 
have toward that end here. 

They are watching the heroic strug- | 
gles of the Russian proletariat for~ 
freedom and_ self-government with keen 
sympathy and have sent’ them many 
messages of greeting and encourage- 
ment, but they have wisely refrained 
from attempting to’ influence their 
course. In a situation so grove and 
delicate as that which now’ confronts 
Russia the masses of the people must 
he allowed to work out ir own sal- 
vation without unsolici outside ad- 
vice or’ interference.

Block System for U-Boats.

It seems to me feasible and certainly less 
dangerous to shipping to run vessels in the 
Prussian U-boat danger zone by the system

BELGIUM, TOO, A CONQUEROR 


Has Wrested from Germany a Ter- 
ritory Three Times Her Own Size. 

New York, May 6, 1917. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Terrifying and ‘horrible to a point that 
has made the wholé -wofld shudder as 
has been the experience of Belgium un- 
der the yoke of Germany the war that 
will liberate her will not have been 
without its compensations to that 
gallant little nation which. will have 
added to its magnificent domain of the 
Congo, and—ironical turn of the wheel 
of fortune—by conquest from its hated 
oppressors, a rich territory three times 
the size of the motherland, sliced out 
of what ere ieee Bast Africa. 

It is a comforting” 
that while Belgium has been devasta 
befouled and bled white at home by wed 
pirate hordes that violated her borders, 
her colonial possession in Central Africa 
has prospered marvelously, as shown 
by official reports. Since the beginning 
of-the war the revenue from the native 
tax has increased 25 per cent.; the ex- 
ports of copper have increased from 
14,000 to 25,000 tons a year, and the for. 
eign trade In ivory, rubber, fibres, copal, 
and tin, but more especially oils, 1s pro- 
portionately flourishing. One hundred 
and fifty miles of track have been added 
to the railroad system, and the planta- 
tions of cocoa which previously had 
been confined to the lower Congo be- 
cause of lack of facilities‘of communtica- 
tion have now been extended to the 
plateau region on an extensive scale . 
with compléte success. 

The -Central Railroad ‘that the Ger- 
mans had just completed across their 
East African colony from Lake Tan- 
ganyika to the ocean when the war 
broke out and which for about a third 
of its distance of 743 miles runs through 
the portion conquered by the Belgian 
troops—20,000 of them under command 
of General Tambeur—the remainder be- 
ing in the territory occupied by the 
British, forms a splendid outlet for the | 
commerce of the Congo, which it brings 
nearer to the rest of the: world by sev- 
eral weeks, 

Colonel Malfeyt, fdrmerly Vice Gov- 
ernor of 'the Congo, has been appointed 
Governor of the conquered territory, 
and will establish his headquarters at 
Tabora, the principal fhland town in the. 
late German colony, situated on the 
Central Railroad. Colonel Malfeyt is 
the exact opposite of the unspeakable 
von Bissing, the late temporary ruler of 
his home land, and incidentally, as the 
liberated natives will find, of the heavy- 
handed and ponderous - minded .Dr, 
Schnee, their late overlord, now hiding 
with the remnant of the German forees 
in the southeast swamps on the border 
of.

NEW WAR HOSPITAL 


will Be Ready to Start the 
Erection of the Build- 
ings This Week. 


AIM TO FINISH BY JUNE 4 


Appeal for Contributions for Equip- 
ment and One Year’s 
Maintenance. 


The Executive Committee in charge. of 
the preparation of the Columbia War 
Hospital announced yesterday that the 
Trustees of Columbia University, on 
Monday afternoon, formally accepted 
the deed of gift of the hospital build- 
ings, and,that the work of erecting the 
buildings on the old Columbia Oval in 
the Bronx would begin this week. The 
survey of the site for the hospital has 
already. begun and sections of those 
buildings which will be made of. steel 
are on their way from the mills. 

The committee Mopes to have the 
hospital completed by June 4, so that 
the delegates and visitors to the con- 
vention of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation who will. come to the city from 
all over the country at that time may 


have the advantage of observing. the 
character and working of a model base 
hospital, the exact duplicate of those 
accompanying an army. 

Thus tne Columbia War Hospital, the 
idea for which was launched only a 
littlé more than four weeks ago, is an 
assured fact—at least it is a fact that 
the buildings will soon be standing and 
that a staff of medical and surgical ex- 
perts will be ready to give instruction 
in military relief work and to take cage 
of 500 sick or injured persons. 

But money wiil be needed to equip 
the hospital and maintain it for one 
year. She sum required for this has 
been estimated at $425,000—$5u,000 to 
equip the main hospital, $10,000 to obtain 
and equip the small mobile field units 
which may be rushed from the hospital 
to any scene of disaster in which per- 
sons are injured, and $365,000 to run the 
institution for one year. This sum the 
committee hopes to raise by popular 
subscription within a short time, a 
for the purfose has issued an appeal to 
all patriotic persons wishing to contrib- 
ute to the medical defense of New York 
City to send whatever they are able— 
sma]l sums or large. 

The members, of the committee are 
confident that the public will make pos- 
sible the rapid completion of their 
plans. Just as their original appeal re- 
sulted in obtaining the buildings, chief- 
ly through -Dr. Alexander Lambert, 
President of the Medical Society of the 
State of New York, who received $175,- 
000 from subscriptions by his friends, 
they believe their final appeal will 
caii forth ‘a public response that will 
net more than the necessary 25,000. 
Contributions already receive have 
strengthened the encouragement of the 
committee. 

Feeling assured that the public will 
do its part in making the hospital a 
going concern, the committee is not 

elaying “in doing its part. The work 
of organizing the staff of the hospital 
is progressing without delay. Professor 
Mary A. Nutting of Teachers College 
and Miss A. C. Maxwell, superintendent 
of nurses at the Presbyterian Hospital, 
are preparing a currrculum for students 
of nursing who will take courses at the 
hospital, and plans for the instruction 
of surgeons, orderlies, and all classes 
needed in war relief work are being 
made. The personnel of the hospital's 
Faculty will be announced soon. hen 
everything is ready the students of 
Cornell University Medical College, the 
New York University and Bellevue Hos- 
gitei Medical Colleen and the Fordham 

edical. College will be invited to enter 
the Columbia War Hospit&l’s courses. 

The. 600 students of the Manhattan 
Trade School for Girls, at - East 
Twenty-third street, have volunteered 
to do all of the sewing; marking, and 
cutting necessary on the dry goods of 
the hospital supplies—bandages, sheets, 
pillow covers, and the like’ The girls 
are ready to begin work as soon as suf- 
ficient funds are received for the pur- 
chase of the supplies. Contracts‘ for 
surgical instruments and all of the other 
supplies needed will be signed’ as soon 
as possible. 

As the plans for the hospital have 
progressed toward realization, evidence 
of the need for the institution, both as a 
centre of instruction and a place to 
which injured may be taken, has accu- 
mulated. This need was recognized, as 
was announced, by the Surgeon General 
of the United States Army, who has 
promised his co-operation to the extent 
of assigning medical officérs of the 
army to the duty of giving instruction 
at the “hospital in medico-military — 
ministration and the method of -coh- 
ducting a military. hospital. 

A survey of the Hospital space in the 
city, conducted under the auspices of the 
Mayor, it was reported to the commit- 
tee, resulted in the discovery that there 
were not aS many beds available: as 
had been estimated, and that the need 
for the 500 beds to be provided by the 
Columbia War Hospital was even mofe 
acute than had been recognized,

More Than 200 Prominent Man-| Men, 
’ ufacturers Attend “War 
Conference” Here. 


NEED MORE: RAW MATERIAL 


Britain Expected to Lift Embargo on 
Australian Wool—Speculators 
Severely Criticised. 


More than 200 prominent woolen and 
worsted manufacturers of the country 
gathered yesterday in executive session 
at the rooms of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion in the Woolworth Building to make 
arrangements regarding the handling of 
Government contracts for the manufgc- 
ture of clothing for the armies about to 
be put in the fi6ld, Colonel John P. 
Wood, President of the National Asso- 
¢clation of Wool Manufacturers, and 
head of one of Pennsylvania’s crack 
National Guard regiments, acted as 
Chairman. The call for the confer- 
ence was sent out by J. J. Nevins, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the American As- 
sociation of Woolen and Worsted

The meeting was described as a *‘ war 
conference "' in the sense that the ques- 
tions coming before the méeting all re-

C. McDougall, President 
of the Bank of Buffalo, also President 
of the Association of State Banks of 
the State of New York, who say they 
will not enter the reserve system| until 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Controller of the Currency are no longer 
members ex-officio of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. ‘Their objections, they 
es are not directed at Secretary Mc- 

co nor Controller Williams personal- 
ly, but they do not wish to “take @ 
chance "' with a board atfected by poli- 
tics. They want the Federal Heserve 
Board made politically. independent, like 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
for instance. They also believe that 
the Controller is unnecessary 

“The office of Controller of the Cur- 
rency should be abolished as long as the 
Federal Reserve Board is in existence,” 
said Mr. McDougall today. ‘‘ This is 
one of the conditions we would make 
before going into the Reserve system.
